PREFACE 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  thirteen.  The  birth 
rate  per  1000  popifLation  in  the  Aberaeron  Urban  area  was  11.21  compared 
to  the  National  average  of  17.1.  There  were  no  stillbirths  or  infant 
deaths  and  no  mother  died  as  the  result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty-nine|  almost  twice 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  per  thousand  population 
was  24.99  in  the  town  of  Aberaeron  compared  to  the  figure  of  11.5  for  England 
and  i/^ales.  This  is  due  to  the  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  resident 

in  the  area.  The  majority  of  the  deaths  (twenty)  were  caused  by  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases  and  seven  persons  died  of  cancer. 

There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 


year. 

There  were  two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  In  both 
cases  the  person  affected  was  over  the  age  of  forty-five.  It  is  apparent 
that  satisfactory  living  conditions  and  preventive  work  in  public  health 
have  caused  a marked  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  notified.  Another 
important  factor  is  the  fact  that  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  available  to  all 
teenage  children  thus  giving  protection  during  the  vulnerable  years. 
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A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  will 
be  found  in  the  ensuing  pages  which  include  a portion  prepared  by  the 
Public  Her-Ath  Inspector. 

We  had  hoped  that  the  sewerage  and  sexirage  disposal  scheme  for  the 
unsewered  part  of  the  town  would  have  been  started  during  the  year. 
Unfortunately  this  has  not  been  so.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a start  will  be 
made  during  1961.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEAT.TH  SERVICES  IN  THE  iJ?EA 


These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1959*  The  main  features 

are  as  follows: 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the 
local  health  authority,  E:cpectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive 
medical  advice  from  their  own  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse, 
who  is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife. 

(d)  The  Aberaeron  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger 
area  covered  by  a health  visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former 
and  partly  by  the  person* s ovm  medical  attendant. 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  New  Quay  which  is  used  for  general  and 
accident  work.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an  ambulance 
earmarked  for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at  Aberystwyth. 

(h)  Ccjre  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and  of  the 
health  visitori  Tuberculosis  "cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest 
Physician* s H alth  Visitor.

(i)  Home  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule,  engaged 
locally.
